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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendment filed on March 17, 2005, has been entered and made of record. 
In view of the amendment, applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shinichiro Kawamura (JP 61-42628) and further in view of Gatto et al (U. S. Patent No. 
6,344,906). 

Regarding claim 1, Shinichiro Kawamura discloses an overhead projector system 
comprising: 

a projector assembly including a transparency stage (fig. 1 transparency 4); adjacent said 
stage, a scanner assembly for digitizing content of a current transparency on said stage (sensor 
7); and an output device (port 13) for extracting said content from said system (fig. 1, page 5, 
second paragraph through page 10, first paragraph). Shinichiro Kawamura does not explicitly 
disclose the use of wireless interconnection for extracting the content from the system. Gatto et 
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al. discloses Universal Document Scanner Controller equipped with this option (fig. 7, col. 7, 
lines 34-43 and col. 19, lines 27-33). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of an 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine Gatto's Universal 
Document Scanner Controller with that of Shinichiro Kawamura to establish wireless 
communication between the scanner and the host. 

Regarding claim 2, Shinichiro Kawamura discloses the system as set forth in claim 1 
further comprising: associated with said scanner, a hard copy apparatus internal to said projector 
assembly for providing a hard copy output of said current transparency (fig. 1, port 13). 

Regarding claim 3, Shinichiro Kawamura discloses the system as set forth in claim 1 
wherein the output device comprises: at least one digital data sending device (page 8, second 
paragraph). 

Regarding claims 4, 6, 7 and 10, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable to claims 4, 6, 7 and 10. 

Regarding claim 9, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3 are applicable to 
claim 9. 

Claims 5, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shinichiro Kawamura (JP 61-42628) and further in view of Kiyoshi Hasegawa (JP 61-30167). 

Regarding claims 5, 8 and 1 1 Kiyoshi Hasegawa discloses overhead projector/printer 
apparatus that supplies digital signal from the line sensor to an external device (page 12 last line 
through page 13 first paragraph). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of an 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to add this extra feature of Kiyoshi to 
Shinichiro's apparatus for further processing of the digital signal.
